MIGRATION AND YOUNG PEOPLE IN NEW SOUTH WALES 


Demography NSW (cat. no. 3311.1.55.001) was released on 22 February and includes a 
special article on Migration and Young People in NSW. This article provides an overview 


of the population change, migration and mobility of young people in NSW. The population of 
young people in NSW has grown since 2000. As this cannot be solely explained by ‘natural 
increase’, migration must be considered a key factor. In NSW, one in four young people 
reported changing their usual residence between 2000 and 2001. During the same period 
NSW also had a net interstate migration loss of young people, but gained over 17,000 
young people who were resident overseas in 2000. This article is an electronic product 
available on the ABS web site free of charge.

HOUSING CHOICES, NSW 


Housing Choices, NSW (cat. no. 3240.1) was released on 29 March 2005. This publication 
summarises results from the October 2004 NSW State Supplementary Survey. It presents 
information on household composition; dwelling structure; tenure type; whether 
modifications have been made to the dwelling for disabled or elderly residents; and whether 
households intend to move in the next 12 months, with corresponding reasons. For 
households that have moved in the last three years, reasons for leaving their previous 
dwelling and choosing their current dwelling are reported.

Water Use on Australian Farms 


WATER USE ON AUSTRALIAN FARMS 


Water Use on Australian Farms, 2002-03 (cat. no. 4618.0) was released on 31 March. 
This new publication contains information on irrigation practices on Australian farms, 
collected in the 2003 Water Survey - Agriculture. The survey was developed in response to 
strong demand for nationally consistent information of water use. Data were collected on the 
type and area of crops irrigated, volume of water applied, water entitlements and allocations, 
sources of irrigation water, irrigation methods, factors influencing changes to irrigation 


practices and irrigation expenses. Data are available for each state and statistical division.

NSW Land Parcel Trial 


NSW LAND PARCEL TRIAL 


The ABS Centre for Environment and Energy Statistics is trialling a new approach to 
collecting and presenting regional environmental and natural resource management 
statistics. The two trials are utilising geographical land parcel information to create survey 
populations which can be cost-effectively surveyed. Traditional ABS collection techniques 
obtain data for a business or a person, whereas the land parcel approach obtains land 
management data for a specific area of land. The data can then be collated to produce 
environmental statistics, including maps, for relatively small geographical areas.. Results 
from both trials should be available by the end of the year. For further information contact 
John Purcell on (02) 6252 5651, email john.purcell@abs.gov.au.

The publication 
presents information on the number and demographic characteristics of people involved in 
paid or unpaid work in selected culture and leisure activities over a 12 month period. Over 
AO activities are covered by the survey, including work for museums, libraries and zoos as 
well as writing, painting and performing. Work in the fields covered by the survey is often 
undertaken as a second or third job, or is unpaid, and is often done intermittently. The 
publication includes information on hours and weeks of work in a year, and the amount of 
payment for the work.

INVOLVEMENT IN ORGANISED SPORT 


Involvement in Organised Sport and Physical Activity, Australia, April 2004 (cat. no. 
6285.0) was released on 8 February 2005 and contains information for NSW. The 
publication presents information on the number and demographic characteristics of people 
involved in paid or unpaid work as players, coaches, referees, scorers, timekeepers, 
medical support personnel, committee members or in other support roles for organised sport 
and physical activity. Such work is often seasonal, receives low or no pay, and is done asa 
second or third job or as voluntary work. The publication includes information on the extent 
to which this work is supporting junior or school sport and highlights the different levels of 
involvement between the capital cities and regional areas in each state. For further 
information contact Mike Stratton on (08) 8237 7399, email nccrs@abs.gov.au. 


Price Indexes and Contract Price Indexation 


PRICE INDEXES AND CONTRACT PRICE INDEXATION 


Price indexes are often used in contracts by businesses and government in Indexation 
Clauses. The purpose of Indexation Clauses are to adjust payments and/or charges to take 
account of changes in categories of prices. The ABS has recently released a set of 
guidelines that outline a range of issues that should be taken into account by parties 
considering including an Indexation Clause in a contract using an ABS price index. These 
guidelines can be found in Australian Consumer Price Index: Concepts, Sources and 
Methods (cat. no. 6461.0) which is available on-line from the Statistical Concepts Library 
on the ABS web site.

Suicides: Recent Trends, Australia (cat. no. 3309.0.55.001) was released on 15 
December 2004. Drawing on data from the ABS Causes of Death collection, this electronic 
publication offers summary statistics about suicides registered in Australia in 2003, the latest 
year for which mortality data are available. Information for the years 1993 to 2003 is shown 
for comparison. Data are presented separately by sex and age group, including numbers of 
suicides, age-specific rates and standardised death rates. Details of method of suicide and 
state or territory of usual residence are also incorporated.

National Aboriginal and Torres Strait Islander Health 
Survey 


NATIONAL ABORIGINAL AND TORRES STRAIT ISLANDER HEALTH 
SURVEY 


The 2004-05 National Aboriginal and Torres Strait Islander Health Survey (NATSIHS) is 
currently in the field. The survey will collect information from approximately 11,000 
Indigenous persons on health status, risk factors, health related actions and other social and 
demographic characteristics. The survey aims to collect information to inform policy 
development and debate in both health and population health. Survey information will also 
enable comparisons with the non-Indigenous population and the exploration of linkages 
between health and population characteristics. Enumeration will conclude in July 2005, with 
initial results to be released early 2006.
